Mariposa.— Claims on the Mariposa are 
mostly taken up, and miners are making 
S3 to 820 and $50 per day, some claims 
paying still higher. Mormon Bar, Smith’s 
Bar, Mari posita, and other places on the 
creek, arc getting n general and thorough 
tearing up, and the yield of gold will 
doubtless be larger this year than ever 
before. 


Sherlock’s.— Below the Falls, on this 
creek, most of the miners are averaging 
ahalfounceperday. The claim of Messrs. 
Brown & Co. has paid at that rate for a 
number of weeks. In the neighborhood 
of Whisky Flat.claims are all paying well. 
Messrs. Conklin <& Co., above the Falls, 
took out lately a fine lump weighing eight 
ounces besides a quantity of fine dust. 

Pnd u» Gulch.— We hear that a project 
is on foot, to convey the water of Bear 
Creek, by means of a ditch, to the rich 
mining section in the neighborhood of this 
gulch, which owing to want of water, is 
now nearly deserted. 

A Rich Boulder. —Mr. John C. Langton 
informs the Marysville Herald, that the 
miners at Minnesota, Sierra county, work¬ 
ing in the Arcadia Tunnel, found, on Sun¬ 
day morning last, a gold-bearing quartz 
rock, of immense size. The whole of it 
has not yet been taken out, the workmen 
having drifted more than five feet without 
finding the end. A piece was broken off, 
weighing 200 pounds, which is estimated 
to contain 83000. The rock, when qunr 
ried, will afford an ample fortune to its 
discoverers. 


Nevada Mining.— From the Democrat 
we learn that Woodruff &. Co., of Lowell 
Hill, took from their claim in three days, 
8578. The miners in that vicinity are 
said to be doing well. 


We learn from the Sacramento papers 
that a horrible murder was perpetrated in 
that city a few days since. A German 
woman named Christian Sphon was found 
on her bed with a horrible gash extending 
across her throat. A large butcher knife 
was found laying near the body. The 
deceased and her husband had not been 
on very good terms lately, and the opinion 
i* that she came to her death by his hands. 
He has not yet been arrested. 

James Smith was arraigned before the 
District Court in San Francisco an the 21st 
for shooting one Thomas Burke, of which 
said Burke died, and plead not guilty, 
Aidge Tilford is counsel for the prisoner, 

Editor Shot.— Joseph Mansfield. o**c of 
the editors of the San Joaquin Republ^ 
can, was shot on Tuesday 22d inst, in 
Stockton, by John Tabor, editor of the 
Stociston Journal. 

Mr. Mansfield met Mr. Tabor in the 
street, unarmed, and some conversation en- 
sued relative to an article in the Journal 
on City Printing, when Ttb^r drew a pis¬ 
tol and fired, the ball entering the left 
breast. Mr. Mansfield lingered about six 
hours and died. 

Tabor gave himself up to Deputy She¬ 
riff Webster immediately, and was lodged 
in the city prison ; and was examined on 
Monday last, before Justice Wier, whose 
decision we have not yet learned. Great 
excitement prevails in Stockton. 


The crops on the San Joaquin and Fres' 
no, and surrounding country, are repre. 
sented as being the worst ever raised in 
that section—almost the only exception 
being the wheat crop ol Mr. Cook, near 
Camp No. 2., which is said to be an extra¬ 
ordinary one. 

The barley crop on tho Merced river 
has proved but an indifferent one this 
year, but the quantity of grain raised will 
largely exceed last year’s yield, from the 
increased amount of land under cultiva¬ 
tion.

Fellou>-Citizens *f Mariposa County: 

The time is rapidly approaching when 
you will again be called upon to cast your 
suffrages for members of the Legislature, 
and it behooves us all who have an Mer¬ 
est in California, to consider well before 
we cast our votes for men who may, as 
has too frequently been the case hereto¬ 
fore, betray the trust which we repose in 
them. Our burdens and oppressions have 
become too great to be longer borne by a 
free people—“patience has ceased to be 
a virtue”—and we should contrive some 
means to rid ourselves of the cormorants, 
who, in the shape of office-holders and of¬ 
fice seekers, are like the locusts of Egypt, 
devouring our substance. 

Our State and County governments have 
been organized little more than four years, 
yet we labor under more oppressive taxa- 
tive and official exactions, than the sub¬ 
jects of the most unlimited monarchy in 
the old world. With a State debt of over 
$3,000,000, and a County debt of $30,000, 
with every prospect of an increase of our 
burdens, we have but little to hope for ex¬ 
cept some radical change is effected._ 

That change can only be brought about 
by the people ; by the industrious farmer, 
the hardy and noble miner, the skillful 
arti/an, and the intelligent merchant and 
professional man, uniting in one solid pha¬ 
lanx to sweep from the positions which 
they now occupy, the men who, like in- 
cubii, weigh down and retard the pro¬ 
gress of our young and growing State.— 
The game is in your hands, don’t let the 
cards be slocked upon you, but let us have 
(in sporting parlance,) a fair and square 
deal. Hitherto the political tricksters 
who have dealt us hands have, invariably 
turned up the knave upon us. 

Fair promises are generally made to us 
by those who seek office at our hands, 
and who for the few monlhs immediately 
preceding an election, are our most obse¬ 
quious servants, but afterwards our mas¬ 
ters, but our taxes and imposts are yearly 
increased. This year we are taxed one 
hundred and seventy cents on each one 
hundred dollars worth of property—four 
dollars poll tax, and fifteen dollars road 
tax—surely a splendid system under 
which an American citizen is taxed !— 
Nineteen dollars tor the liberty of enjoy¬ 
ing God’s free air, for what else have we 
got as yet ? Have our officers faithfully 
performed their duties? Have we a jail 
that will safely hold criminals who have 
violated the law ? Have we a court house, 
where justice (O, mockery f) can be ad¬ 
ministered T Have We roads that are pas¬ 
sable? On the contrary, have not the 
very men who have sworn to be the spe¬ 
cial conservators of the law, abused tho 
confidence which you have reposed in 
them? Have they not even refused you 
the poor boon of letting you know how 
they have spent your money? Have not 
criminals of the darkesi dye—villains who 
disgraced the image of their Creator— 
been allowed by moans of officious political 
inter meddler 5 , to escape ‘unwh pt of jus¬ 
tice,” while the lives of honest men arc 
daily jeopardized by the knife and pistol? 

Are not our roads almost impassible_ 

although large sums of money have been 
extorted from us ostensibly for the purpo¬ 
ses of improvement? Have we a jail, a 
court house, a school house, or any public 
building, that would not discredit a coun¬ 
ty a month old ?” 

These are questions, fellow-citizens, for 
you to answer ; if you can do so satisfac¬ 
torily to yourselves, then say to your 
rulers, “well done thou good and faithful 
servants —if on the contrary, they be 
“weighed in the balance and are found 
wanting,” let us throw off the shackles 
which have hitherto bound us; let us 
arouse ourselves from the lethargy which 
is stealing over, while listening to the sy¬ 
ren voices of political charlatans, ai d 
with Reform for our watchword, inaugu¬ 
rate a new’ order of affairs. 

As long as political parties and men 
are pure and uncorrupted, as long as the 
men whom we elect, faithfully discharge 
their dnties, then it is well enough to be 
rallied by the watchword of “party disci¬ 
pline.” But when “ corruption stalks 
abroad at noon day,” and raises its un- 
blushing front in “high places”—when 
our Executive is a farce, and our Judicia¬ 
ry have strained the purity of their er¬ 
mine, let the people arise in their might, 
and hurl them from the places in which 
they have so long fattened upon the spoils 
of office. 

In my next, I propose to show you how 
your money has been spent, and how the 
laws have been executed. I shall indulge 
in no strictures upon the private affairs of 
any man, or set of men; but only allude 
to them in fberr .several positions of pub- 
lie servants; I shall deal in no vain or 
useless declamation, but “appeal to the 
record,” and support myself by facts and 
figures “strong as proofs of holy writ.”

Messrs. Editors : —Serb— Asyonr columns 
are devoted to the news of the county, and 
the mines in general, I send you a few 
items of things in this place. 

We are once more getting up steam 
here, and miners are anticipating a goodly 
yield of the yellow ore from the bed of 
the river, which all say will be very soon 
lower than ia the winter of’51. We have 
quite lively times here now, in conse¬ 
quence of the arrival of a company of 

United States dragoons, under command 
of Lieutenant Castore, and we expect a 
company of artillery in a few days. It is 
with regret that the inhabitants of this 
neighborhood hear of the orders of Lieu¬ 
tenant T. Wright, for some time in com¬ 
mand here, and Lieutenant J. Nugen, late¬ 
ly in command of troops at Four Creeks 
leaving here for the Atlantic States’ 
Their kind and gentlemanly manners, 
with their strict attention to military du¬ 
ties, endeared them to the mining popula¬ 
tion in this vicinity; and the impartial 
manner in which the commanding officer 
here discharge* J ^ duties between citi¬ 
zens, Indians and Chinese, might be a 
guide to others, in saying “go thou and do 
likewise.” In every complaint laid before 
him—every one of the parties were per¬ 
fectly satisfied. We are having an in¬ 
crease in our mining population here, as 
a great many of the Northern miners who 
have been at Kern River, and returned, 
are sojourning here for a time. When 
will miners be wise enough not to allow 
themselves to be gulled by such reports? 

If you think this worthy of a corner, I 
shall keep you posted up. Jerry.

__ Fire Awni hilatoe. 

Messrs. Alger & Co., of South Boston, 
says the S. F. Sun, are engaged in manu¬ 
facturing for government, 20 ten and eight 
inch “Columbiads”—cannon—to be taken 
to California. The ten inch guns weigh 
about 16,008 lbs., and are the heaviest in 
use in any service. About twelve tons of 
iron are malted for the pouring of each, 
the gun being cast solid and then bored 
out. The process of boring and finishing 
occupies about three weeks for each gun- 
The largest cannon ever made in this 
country is of twelve inch bore,and weighs 
25,000 lbs. Eight of these guns are now 
on their way to this port, having been 
shipped on board the clipper ship “Red 
Rover,” which left Boston on the 5th 
May. They may be looked for the 1st 
September. 

Humbug.—B y reference to the proceed¬ 
ings of the Democratic Club, in another

dance. The delicious mango is also to be 
procured, at moderate prices ; and from 
what we hear the fruit crops of Santa 
Clara and San Jose Vallies will be no¬ 
wise limited. 

Wild Horses. —A party of Mexicans 
engaged in catching wild horses on the 
San Joaquin, near the Fresno, succeeded 
in corraling five hundred mustangs, one 
day last week. One hundred and forty 
of them were immediately sold, on the 
ground, fo r $?5 each.

Editors: In your paper of the 
2d inst., I perceive an article upon certain 
diggings, discovered upon Kern river, and 
reported to be of wondrous richness—giv¬ 
ing a minute description of the exact 
amount to be obtained to the pan, the pre¬ 
cise amount of territory containing these 
auriferous deposits—supporting the whole 
by tne authority of Mr AC. Worland, and 
demonstrating beyond a contradiction the 
whole report, by adding the unimpeacha¬ 
ble testimony of “ Veritas. ” Now, mine 
editorial friends, by your kind permission, 
I, who have just returned from this land 
where the “shining ore” doth so greatly 
abound, propose giving to “all the world 
and the rest of mankind,” the result of my 
explorations. After a multitude of “start¬ 
ling adventures,” myself, in company with 
four other sagacious young gentlemen, 
safely arrived at the aforesaid Kern river, 
on or about the 1st of June, in the year ot 
our Lord 1854, amply provided with an 
abundant supply of grub, mining appara¬ 
tus, and buckskin purses, ad injiinitum. 

Ws Commenced our prospecting labors 
about six or eight miles above the ferry, 
on the river, and continued upwards to the 
forks; a distance variously estimated at 
from 25 to 50 miles. The best dirt that 
we found, paid us $3 75 to the hundred 
buckets, and of this we found a quantity 
sufficient to keep one man employed per¬ 
haps two weeks. Generally speaking, ta¬ 
king the river upon an average, I would 
suppose that it might pay from one cent 
downwards. To arrive at the sum of the 
matter at once, the whole affair is a per¬ 
fect humbug. Messrs. Worland &. Co., at 
the list advices, were making from $25 to 
$65 per day, working seventeen hands— 
their average may be fairly put down at 
from §2 00 to $2 50 per day to the 
man—their expenses at about $3 00. So 
you will perceive that it will be sometime 
if not longer, before they make their pile* 
Upon our return we found the road li¬ 
ned with adventurers, “coming in clouds 
by the wagon.” A portion of them, upon 
our representing the facts to them, turned 
to the rightabout face—the majority, how. 
ever, as they were in for it, concluded to 
“go the whole hog,” and have a fair view 
of “tne elephant.” 

As I write, the disappointed hombres 
who left this river on the wild goose chase, 
are dropping in with visages elongated to 
an alarming extent, breathing curses both 
loud and deep. 

Notwithstanding the minute description 
of the locality of the diggings, and the 
shortest and most direct route to th~m, 
given by “Veritas,” upon his way ^0 this 
El Dorado, he got badly lost, and was una¬ 
ble to find either himself or the diggings. 
At the last accounts, he was found solitary 
and alone, up to his neck in Deep creek, 
from which perilous situation he was res¬ 
cued by a philanthropic gentleman, s ,.fe- 
ly esconsed upon a wagon, a cow bell at¬ 
tached to his neck, and hauled over on 
the other side of Jordan. Oh, wasn't he 
joyful, joyful then ? I must draw this 
epistle to a close.

It does 
seem as if both parties were ashamed of 
their principles, or why the necessity of 
transacting their business in secrect as¬ 
semblages ? Won’t somebody tell us 
something about these things?

Messrs. Editors: Nearly all mining ope¬ 
rations in this vicinity are now suspended 
for w ant of water. The ditches from Da¬ 
ns’ and Solomon’s gulches, have not yiel¬ 
ded sufficient water for a sluice for seve¬ 
ral weeks. But one company on the flat 
are doing anything at the present lime.— 
They are engaged in cutting dow n the 
ledge in front, and drifting through to the 
back side of their claims, for the purpose 
ot draining and testing them, preparatory ' 
to another winter’s work. Davis’s is quite 
deserted. There are a few at work on 
Solomon s, and for the most part arc do¬ 
ing well—S. VV. Lewis has a good claim, 
and is making good wages ; Woodhouse 
and Parker, adjoining, I understand are 
doing well. 

The flat below Yate’s store has paid 
well during the w inter and spring. It is 
supplied with water by a ditch trom Fly- 
a-way gulch, which affords more water 
than either Davis’ or Solomon’s; this has 
tailed now, and the company working it 
are drifting by way of prospecting. Mi¬ 
ners in this vicinity, many of them have 
good river claims, and are wai ing for the 
water to fall, and are expecting to reap a 
rich reward for their labor, as soon as 
they can commence work, and make the 
necessary preparations. 

There are four claims in the river, op- 
|* posite the flat, out of which, from a space 
not more than 6x12 f et. some Chinamen 
last fall, took §1500 in one week: and 
four Americans, seme of whom still hold 
theirs, took out Iroin about the same space, 
$800, in a short time 

There are a few men now drifting on 
Sherlock’s flat, about four tniles above, 
carrying their dirt to the river to wash, 
and doing I understand, a fair business. I 
think the company who anticipated rais¬ 
ing water from the river for mining pur- 
pses, on this flat, have abandoned the pro¬ 
ject, at least for the present. It would, I 
think, have been a good investment, as 
this is without doubt one ol the richest, it 
not the richest flat now' being worked on 
the liver, as it pays from the top down 
more than any other, and its great extent of 
surface, as well as depth, would afford a 
handsome income for a long time, to any 
man or company of men, who woutd sup¬ 
ply it with water during the entire year. 
If we are wanting, however, in mining fa- 
cili ies to make us distinguished, we may 
become so in other respects and by other 
means. 

A short time since, four men camping a 
few rods up Davis’ Gulch,lost in open day, 
from a carpet-bag, whi^h was broken 
open in their tent, a box of gold contain¬ 
ing between throe and four hundred dol¬ 
lars in dust. They traced some of the 
gold to one of the stores, and identified it 
immediately, and had the suspected par¬ 
ty arrested and tried. Tne evidence was 
acknowledged by the Court to be conclu¬ 
sive, but the accused were cleared, on the 
ground that it w is of no ose to send them 
to Mariposa, to go the Niger-auger-ronte 

If we could raise an excitement irrsome 
way, sufficient to bring a population here 
to support one or two fandango houses, 
and a lew China houses, we might possi¬ 
bly furnish our complement of passenge rs 
tor that noted r-put-e, but as tt is we must 
be content to pursue the even tenor of our 
way. Scribbler.

We think Tuolumne rather 
beats Mariposa in the murder line, lately.

A reward of $50u .' s offered for the ap¬ 
prehension of Keyes, suspected of the 
murder of Capt. Stringer, near Sonora. 

Express.— The different express com¬ 
panies of this place, will accept our thanks 
for their numerous favors during the past 
week. 

The Sheriff of Nevada county has col¬ 
lected in the last six months, over $32,000 
for license taxes from miners who are for¬ 
eigners.
